The tube can take n 70,000- 
volt heating and yet last for 20 
years, scientists of Wertinghouse 
Klectri¢ Corp., suid, It) is one 
vf the amajlest X-ray tubes ever 
manufactured, no longer than 
nh power tube in an home radio 
wet, 
The new tube is being made 
available after having operated 
stendily on test for 1,000 hours, 
the equivalent of about two years 
of normal nsage in a dentist's 
office, accordings to Joseph Lem. 
pert, Westinghouse Electronics 
englocer, 

The tube waa the result of a 
clue found in Germany X-ray 
equipment ceized during the wae. 
Ita design abo mifilmizes stray 
radiation, or bullets, that some- 
times blur X-ray films, and 
cause retakes to be necessary. 

Lempert explained that the 
key departure in the new design 
ts a copper hood surrounding the 
tube's anode, a tungsten target 
which electrons smash into at 
n 90,000-milea-na-recond clip, to 
produce the X-rays. These 
electrona travel at about half 
the, speed of light, 

Jempert said that the X-ray- 
producing electrons are trapped 
Inside the tube’s hooded area, 
which shlelda the rest of the 
tube from bombardment by stray 
cudiation bullets, 

“As the electrona bounce off
